With space so precious, I must con- 
fine -myseif-to one paragraph, as follows: 

“Yet to say that our first priority in 
foreign-policy is the —security— of- -the- 
United States is not only to state an indis- 
putable fact. For if the United States is 
ever insecure, if it is ever unable to 
defend North America there can be no 
security or, indeed, any independent 
existence for Canada.” 

I should want a better definition of 
the objective of defence of North Amer- 
ica before subscribing to dependence on 
Unitgd States security, It is no mere ac.

But the capitalist system can no 
longer be defended by armaments: it is 
being dissolved from within, as. well as 
contained from_ without. 

From the end of World War IJ, how-— 
ever, United States power policy has been 
jargely designed by the joint chiets.ot. 
staff at the Pentagon: translated into 
political terms by Dean Acheson (Demo- 
crat) and John Foster Dulles (Republi- 
can) at the Department of State. 

It would be a tragic mistake for Can- 
ada to accept the view, as endorsed by 
Bruce Hutchison: 

“The first essential interest of Can- 
ada in the world today is the security of 
the United States; that takes ‘over- 
whelming priority over everything else 
in Canada’s external relations.” 

The security of the United States will 
largely depend upon leadership of opin- 
ion in the United States, to move more 
into line with the evolutionary process 
of emergence from the old capitalist sys- 
tem, or so-called “free enterprise”—into 
something more in accord with modern 
economic history, « “ 

A better way than power politics is 
manifesting itself in the democracies of 
the British Commonwealth, Europe, In- 
dia, and even showing signs of promise 
in countries where the feudal system had 
to be overthrown by violent revolution.

The whole world-would agree with 
John Foster Dulles if it were not that the 
world is so gullible that it is being taker 
in by the Russians, This is flattering to 
‘our pride but it is not true. 


Nuclear Testing

profoundly unpopular. 

There is the central fiction in the 
Far East that Formosa is China, and

In the Middle East there is the fiction
